in crown and Inidyo work there is a 
gigantic light about starting, because 
the man of tho profession huvo joined 
together their legal interests, under the 
numo of the IH-ntal 1'rotectivo Associa 
tion, and will employ in the ca«e some 
of the best legal talent in the country, 
who will take it to tho highest courts. 


Tho dentists claim that tho patent has 


long sinco expired and refuse to pay a 
royalty of $25 a year, for all the back 
years the process hae been used. 


Attachments have been placed on the 


propei ty of seven dentists in Boston 
and it is possible that others in this 
vicinity may also be brought into the 
6ght, as they are contending for the 
same privilege which has caused the 
clash in Boston. 


All the dentists in the city are more 


or less interested in the matter, as there 
are other processes in dentistry wuich 
this company la.ys a claim to, and has 
fought for its rights to have royalties 
paid to them by every dentist, using 
these processes in its business. 


Tho dentists hero have received no- 


tices to send in statements of the num- 
ber of years they have used any of the 
processes claimed by these people and 
for every year they each would be ex- 
pected to pay the snm of S2o royalty. 


Not all ot the local dentists use the 


crown and bridge process, owing to the 
large cost to their patrons. Tiio bridge 
is made of pure gold and costs $10 or 
!50. It docs away with the plate for 
.rtiticial teeth and admits of inserting 
any number of artificial teeth, between 
wo others. 
Caps are placed over the 


wo natural teeth and attached to the 
bridge of gold, the teeth fill the place 
where the natural ones have been re- 
moved. 


As long as 18 or 20 years ago, the 


dentists were notified of the claim of 
he patentee, bat tbey paid no attention 
o it, but kept on using the procese. 
Now they believe the patent invalid 
and prefer to pay $20 to the Protective 
Association to fight the claim rather 
,h*n settle. 


It will doubtless be many years in 


itigation, but it will be a case in the 
sourts that will be watched with great 
nterest.

lust and, sin and sorrow; but were 
there not virtues to atone, robust posi- 
tive virtues which did not shrink from 
temptation, which held their own in 
all the rough blasts of tbe work-a- 
day world? How colorless by contrast 
appeared the sinlsssness which cams 
from 
Inability to sin, the conquest 


which was attained by flying from the 
enemy! Monk-bred 
as he was, Al- 


leyne bad native shrewdness aud a 
mind which was young enough to form 
new conclusions and to outgrow old 
ones. He could not fall to see that the 
men with whom he was thrown In con- 
tact, rough-tongued, fierce and quar- 
relsome as they were, were yet of deep- 
er nature and of more service In the 
world than the ox-eyed brethren who 
rose and ate and slept from year's end 
to year's end in tbelr own nar- 
row, stagnant circle 
of existence. 


Abbot Berghersh was a good man, 
but how was he better than this 
kindly knight, who lived ae sim- 
ple a life, held as lofty and inflexible 
an ideal of duty, and did with all his 
fearless heart whatever came to his 
hand to do?

ion. Much struggle It cost him, anxious 
splrlt-questiouiuKs aud midnight pray- 
ings, with many a doubt and a mis- 
giving; but the issue was that ere he 
had been three days In Castle Twyn- 
ham he had taken service under Sir 
Nigel, and had accepted horse and har- 
ness, the same to be paid for out of his 
share of the profits of the expedition. 
Henceforth for seven hours a day h» 
strove In the tilt-yard to qualify him- 
self to be a worthy squire to so worthy 
a knight. Young, supple and active. 
with all the pent energies from years 
of pure and healthy living, it was not 
long before he could manage his horse 
and bis weapon well enough to earn 
an approving nod from critical men- 
at-arms, or to hold his own against 
Terlake and Ford, his fellow-servitors. 


But were there no other considera- 


tions which swayed him from the clois- 
ters towards the world? So complex is 
the human spirit that it can Itself 
scarce discern the deep springs which 
impel it to action. Yet to Alleyne had 
been opened now a side of life of which. 
he had been as innocent as a child, but 
one which was of such deep import 
that it could not fall to influence him 
in choosing his path. A woman, In 
monkish precepts, had been the embod- 
iment and concentration of what was 
dangerous and evil — a focus whence 
spread all that was to be dreaded and 
avoided. So defiling was their presence 
that a true Cistercian might not raise 
his eyes to their face or touch their fin- 
ger-tips under ban of church and fear 
of deadly sin. Yet here, day after day, 
for an hour after nones, -and for an hour 
before vespers he found himself in close 
communion with three maidens, all 
young, all fair, and all therefore doubly 
dangerous from the monkish stand- 
point. Yet he found that iu their pres- 
ence he was conscious of a quick sym- 
pathy, a pleasant ease, a ready response 
to all that was most gentle and best in 
himself, which filled his soul with a 
vague and new-found joy. 


And yet tbe Lady Maude Loring was 


no easy pupil to handle. An older and 
more world-wise man might bave been 
puzzled by her varying moods, her sud- 
den prejudices, her quick resentment at 
all constraint and authority. Did a sub- 
ject interest her, was there space In it 
for either romance or imagination, she 
would fly through it with her subtle, 
•active mind, leaving her two fellow- 
students and even ber teacher tolling 
behind her. On the other band, were 
i here dull patience needed with steady 
toil and strain of memory, no single 
fact could by any driving be fixed In 
her mind. Alleyne might talk to her of 
the stories of old gods and heroes, of 
gallant deeds and lofty aims, or fie 
might hold forth upon moon and stars, 
and let his fancy wander over the hid- 
den secrets of the universe, and he 
would have a rapt listener with flushed 
cheeks and eloquent eyes, who could re- 
peat after him thg very words which 
had fallen from ma Hpt. But when It 
came to almagest and astrolabe, .the 
counting of figures and reckoning* of 
epicycles, away would go her thought* 
to horse and hound, aid a vacant eye 
and listless face would warn the teach- 
er that he bad lost his hold upon his 
scholar. Then he had but to bring out 
the old romance book from the priory, 
with beflngered cover of sheepskin and 
gold letters upon a purple ground, to 
entice her wayward mind back to the 
paths pf learning,.

SHEDS HIS SKIN. 


(Miss Florence M. Campbell.) 


All this, it should be remembered, Is 


not surmise or police theory. It is the 
story told by Miss Campbell iu a mo 
ment of remorse when she thought sh 
was dying from the effect of her own 
carelessness.

This done she called up by 
telephone the residence of Mrs. Scheib, 
whe»e she boarded, and. imitating the 
voice of Mrs. Rathom as closely as pos- 
sible, inquired whether Miss Campbell 
had received a package by mail. This 
was another move to fasten guilt on 
Mrs. Rathom, as Mrs. Scheib, when 
questioned by the police, said ft was 
undoubtedly the latter who had talked 
over the telephone. 


In preparing the box of poisoned fruit 


Miss Campbell was careful to leave 
the top layer of cherries undoctored. 
She did this for the reason that she 
would have to pass the box around 
among the members of the Scheib fam- 
ily when she received it. aud, as she 
did not wish to poison anybody, the 
top layer could be eaten without dan- 
ger. 
Later she would make tlie dis- 


covery that the rest of the contents 
were poisoned, give the affair into the 
hands of the police and the running 
down of Mrs. Rathom would be easy. 


As luck would have it, after sam- 


pling the contents of the box tlie after- 
noon it was received Mrs. Scheib com- 
plained of not feeling well, and Inno- 
cently said that she thought the cher- 
ries had made her sick.

bell, her nervous system overwrought 
by excitement, at once iinnirined a 
horrible condition of affairs. 
"'Wliat." 


she argued to herself, "if I have made 
a mistake and put some of tho poUoned 
fruit on top.?"

A. Man HUB Done so Yearly for Forty- 


Three Vears. 


A man who sheds his skin in its en- 
irety ouce a year, and who lias done 
so regularly for the last fortj -three 
\ears, is one of tbe curiosities that 
Hutu-. Aiont., boasts of. The man— 
I. M. Price, a fairly well educated 
miner—it at tlie present time engaged 
iu the curious pastime of skinlng him- 
self. The methods that he adopts Is 
to first skin his bauds and face and 
then strip it m an immense sheet from 
his body. 


Tbe process of skiuing his hands 


and face was completed August 6. and 
it came from the face like a mask. 
Tlie skin from the hands resembled a 
pair of gloves aud was exhibited on 
the streets. The toughness is some- 
thing remarkable, and two meu tried 
with might aud main to tear it. They 
were not successful, although tho skin 
is not thicker than the leather oft a 
man's street glove. Price talks fre&y 
about the matter, although he is rather 
tender about any publication in the 
newspapers. Many physicians have 
examined him during the period of the 
sklninsr, but not on elms been able to 
solve tho problem. In speaking of the 
matter Mr. Price said: 


"My mother told me that she first 


noticed tho trouble when I was about 
0 mouths old. and regularly every year 
since then I have shed my skin. It is 
a phenomenon that no phvsicinn has 
yet satisfactorily explained, although 
hundreds have made examinations and 
investigations. Tbe fact is, that I shed 
my skin, and that is all there is to it. 
Regularly on the twenty-fourth day of 
July of each year I feel the premoni- 
tory symptoms, and ou very few oc- 
casions has it missed the 24th of that 
month. The first thing I feel is uau- 
sea. und then I kuow that 1 am hi for 
it.

1 
will strip it off to-day or to-Tnorrow-,- 
It comes off in great strips, as you can 
see by this photograph, which was 
taken last year. There is no particular 
pain accompanying tlie operation, af-' 
though new skin Is very soft aud 
tender during the first week or ten 
days. I have to lay off for about two 
•weeks each year to attend to jt 3ty 
children do not inherit the disease from 
me. There is one of them, and she is 
9 years of age, and there has been 
nothing of the kind ever noticed with 
her. Several years ago I was In San 
Francisco when I shed my skin, anil, 
the doctors there preserved it tn Its «£ 
tlrely aud (lieu stuffed It. 1 am- a 
miner, but my work in the minea'<doe»> 
not effect my condition In any way 
that I can see. My general health Is 
good, even if I do have skin to throw 
at tlie birds.
